It is well known that, during tho cold 
weather the business of Shanghai and other 
sports of North Ohina is much less actiye: 
than during the summer, and the gain of 
day or two in the despatch of the mitils at 
this season would be of little practical ad- 
vantage either tous orto our correspondents 
in Europe..

The American ship Gold Hunter, now 
under repair at tho-Old—Dook, was—early 
yesterday morning (Nov. 8th) the scene of a 
tracas which might easily have turned out 
more bloody than it'was. Some of the crew 
went ashore ata rather early hour the pree 
vious evening, and of course visited several 
of the wretched drinking dens in Hongkew, 
and at about twelve o'clock at night were 
returning on board all the worse for. what 
thoy had drank, when one of them created a 
disturbance - with a jinriksha coolie, which 


led to the interference fa policeman. This‘ 


man was. rewarded by the seaman with o 
blow on the head either with a slung shot or 
a life-preserver, injuring him severely. In 
the course of the row that ensued, one of the 
other seamen ran to the ship and roused out 
the men in the forecastle, all of: whom’ 
started as they were then dressed, some. 
without panta-or shoes, for the scene of 
action outside’the Dook’ Gates, The man 
who had injured the policéman was carriéd 
off, and all returned -to- the vessel. The 
polices. of course welt to the Hongkew 
lice Station and reported the affray, and a 
body of constables were, quickly despatched 
to the vessel with the intention of capturing 
the assailant. They had not been Jong on 
board and were proceeding to arrest two 
men who-were recognised as having been 
with thé party on shore, when some others 
of the crew arming themselves with capstan 
bars and revolyers, endeavoured to provent 
the arrest, One of the two men then Jumped 
on to the forecastle and drawing his revolver 
deliberately fired two or three bullets to- 
‘wards the policemen, who were trying to 
restore order. ‘All these being unarmed, 
were forced to retire into the cabin, which 
was soon found to be not much safer than 
the open deck, for the bullets were sent 
towards it in rapid suctession several strik- 
ing the bulk-head. One of the policemen 
received a shot in the thigh, another, we 
believe, was struck in the shoulder, while a 
third was so badly battered on the head 
with a capstan bar-that-he was left on the 
deck lying in & pool of blood. The captain 
at length supplied the police, his officers, 
and himself with revolvers, and stepping 
outside the cabin, fred some shots at the 
seamen, who were advanoing along the deck 
towards them. The seamen retired to the 
forecastle, into which they were at. to 
driven, and’ kept under guard till daylight, 
when they were arrested, Some of thom 
were then found te have been wounded, 
The bullet marks are, visible in many parts 
of the woodwork of the ship, and the wonder 
is that more blood was not shed, or life 
potually lost, One of the officers remarked 
it “was impossible to say how many bullets 
flew overboard,”—A private investigation 
was commenced rey afternoon before 
Mr D, H, Bailey, U.S, Vice Consul-General, 
but: this will of course bo followed by a 
ublic one’ inthe usual way, Mr Baile:
